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INTRODUCTION

college  unti  its  union  with  Weaver  College  and  Bre\ard  Institute  into  Brevard 
College  at  the  site  of  Brevard  Institute. 

Weaver  College,  so  named  in  1912,  was  incorporated  in  1872  under  the 
?c?,  ^"''^'  °(  ^"""^^  -''■  -^^San.  and  became  a  Methodist  college  officiallv  in 
1883.  Bre\erd  Institute  was  founded  in  1895  bv  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Fitch  Taylor 
as  a  pioneering  venture  among  mountain  young  people.
